Fund Case Decided by 
International 


Court of Arbitration at the 


Hague. 


The Hague, Oct. 14—The interna- 


tional court of arbitration today decid- 
ed the Pius fund case by condemning 
Mexico to pay ?1,420,000 in silver to 
the California bishops. 
This case, 


which is the first to come before the 
court, arose out of a fund subscribed 
in Europe in 1«97 for the support of 
a California mission. It was adminis- 
tered by Mexico from 1767 until the 
conquest of California by the United 
States. Since that time the respective j 
responsibility of the two nations for 
the fund has been in dispute.

The material 
that is at hand for this experiment is 
of the rawest sorr, and many are the 
disappointments and vexatious under- 
gone by the officers who have the re- 
cruits in baud, but an advance has al- 
ready been made, aud hopes are run- 
ning high that the natives will ulti- 
mately show themselves to be of the 
right stuff. 


The average Porto Rican youth is 


reared with absolutely no knowledge 
of the laws of sanitation or hygiene 
and is never taught to exert himself 
other than to obtain the bare necessi- 
ties of life. Work he regards ns a sort 
cf nightmare to be got rid of as quick- 
ly as possible. As a result of this up- 
bringing he is flabby, unhealthy and 
possessed of but little endurance. His 
mental equipment is correspondingly 
low, aud he regards as perfectly un- 
moral many things which to the Amer- 
ican are immoral. Often be is addicted 
to petty thievery and untruthfulness. 
All this tends to make him the worst 
sort of material out of which to shape 
an id'^al soldier, but the experience bus 
b'-en that with proper care and kept 
under perfect discipline his fnults cau 
be eradicated and his immediate good 
qualities brought out to a surprising 
degree.

DOOMED BY DUTY. 


Juggling o. Law Credited to Heads of 
; Trust—Artful Wording of Pro- 


tection Act. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 14—When it 


was proposed to relieve the anthracite 
coal famine resulting from the strike 
by importing Welsh coal a discovery 
was made concerning a provision in 
the Dingley tariff law which made the 
proposed relief ineffectual. 


In other words, it was found that 


the Dingley bill levied a tariff tax up- 
on hard coal, which when added to the 
ocean freight charges made it impos- 
sible to supply foreign coal at any but 
an exhorbitant price. 


About 7,000 tons of co'al have bsen 


imported into New York under these 
schedules since the coal strike 
and duties to the "amount of ?5,000 
have been collected 
on the foreign 


pioduct. 


Since the passage of the Dingley tar-, 


iff bill the coal trust has reaped the 
benefit of a prohibitive tariff- on an- 
thracite coal, a tax which is now a fac- 
tor in preventing adequate relief from 
the hard coal famine.

The manner in which the tariff duty 


was placed on coal is best explained 
by W. H. Moody secretary of the navy, 
who says: 


The duty of 67 cents a ton on an- 


thracite coal was smuggled into the 
tariff act in a sneaking and cowardly 
manner.'' 


By this Secretary Moody doubtless 


meant that it was done at the instance 
of the coal trust and inserted in the 
miscellaneous schedule, while the reg- 
ular classified schedule set forth that 
anthracite was free in order to deceive 
the public. 


Secretary Moody further declares 


that the duty which was "smuggled in- 
to the tariff act in a cowardly and 
sneaking manner" will be repealed at 
the short session. 


From dealers in anthracite it 
is 


learned that all foreign anthracite coal 
contains less than 92 per cent of flxefl 
carbon and hence is subject to the 
duty of 67 cents per ton.

If Lady Pauncefote were to return 


to Washington and re-enter tbe Brit- 
ish embassy, she would tind the inte- 
rior almost unrecognizable and com- 
pletely remodeled, says the Washing- 
ton Post 
The old study which the 


late Lord Pauncefote occupied when 
embassndor has been thoroughly reno- 
vated, as indeed has been every one of 
the fifty odd rooms into Which the 
building is divided. The great draw- 
back to the embassy during the incum- 
bency of the Pauncefotes was the 
darkness of the rooms, due in part to 
the shade trees which surrounded the 
building. Tbe trees have not been dis- 
turbed, but light papers have been 
placed on the walls thus far covered. 
The ceilings have been painted a 
cream color, and this harmonizes with 
the beautiful wall papers used. 
In 


the study of the new embassador, Sir 
Michael Herbert, the wall paper is 
red, with figures of Greeli design in 
crimson, the effect being rich and dig- 
nified. 


The study' connects with the living 


rooms of the embassy and the chan- 
cellory. The constrr/ction of the latter 
was begun during the regime of the 
late Lord Pauncefote. Before its erec- 
tion visitors to the embassy were com- 
pelled to go along the side of the house 
to a wing of the building not far from 
the kitchen, where they transacted 
their business with one of the secreta- 
ries. The chancellory is now near the 
building line of the embassy, and a 
caller of consequence does not feel 
that his dignity Is suffering if he en- 
ters the embassy through it. The chan- 
cellory has a reception room and three 
offices, which are sufficient for tbe 
work the embassador will be required 
to transact These rooms are plainly 
furnished, with a large number of 
Shelves filled with records and refer- 
ence books. 


Friends of Sir Michael making a so- 


cial call will drive to the front of tbe 
embassy along a stone driveway, and 
their horses will stop under a porte 
cochere over which the British flag 
flies. A short flight of stone steps, and 
the visitor will pass through the front 
door into a magnificent hall, at the end 
o.f which is a wide staircase, down 
which looks a magnificent portrait of 
the late Queen Victoria, valued at $50,- 
000. The hall is without much orna- 
mentation. It has a marble wainscot- 
ing, and the paper surmounting it is of 
rich red. 
The staircase is of walnut, 


which has been enameled white, Tbe 
embassador's study, to the right of the 
hall door as one enters, is directly op- 
posite two large drawing rooms. These 
rooms are also tastefully papered. Over 
massive marble mantels are two large 
mirrors framed in gold. In the rear of 
the staircase is the dining room, con- 
taining 800 square feet and able, there- 
fore, to accommodate a large dinner 
party. 
The wainscoting is of bur- 


nished gold, with embossed roses, and
